These Dallas Police Department reports from the Commission's suppressed files disclose 
more of the threat against the President, the name of the man phrasing it so pictur- 
esquely. Involvement of the Xoung Republicans in the threat, with the extremist former 
general and in the attack on Ambassador Adlai Stevenson, naturally, was not a subject 
for federal investigation, even when Walker was a witness before the Warren Commission.
